PELHAM - Four Grade 12 
students from E.L. Crossley 
Secondary School need the 
community to vote for their 
'Gangnam style.’ 

Cullen Paterson, Brandon 
Ulch, Kaidi Bishop and Taylor 
Wallace have secured a final¬ 
ist position in the elnstruction 
Classroom Makeover Contest 
and they need the commu¬ 
nity to vote for them to win 
first place, said Heather Delle 
Monache, a communications 
teacher at the school. 

Their video submission is 
the only one in eastern Canada 
to be in the finals of this inter- 


If they receive enough votes, 
they have a chance to win the 
grand prize, $20,000 in sci¬ 
ence classroom improvements 
from elnstruction, an educa¬ 
tion software and technology 
company. 

It was at the beginning of 
October when Delle Monache 
approached some of her stu¬ 
dents with an idea to design 
and shoot a video for the inter¬ 
national contest which sees 
hundreds of participants sub¬ 
mitting parody videos. 

With Ulch and Paterson 
as co-directors, Wallace was 
brought on to write the music 
and choreograph the dancing 
while Wallace helped to write 
the story and act in a parody 


video of the popular Gangnam 
Style, a song made famous by 
South Korean singer PSY. 

The song, as rewritten by 
Wallace, express a need the 
school has for new equipment 
in the science department 

The students spent three 
weeks writing and shooting 
the video in their spare time 
and finished well before the 
Oct 26 deadline with the help 
of 40 students. The video was 
shot over a three-day period 
after the song was written, the 
choreography was decided 
and story completed. 

“We shot the video on all of 
our spares and we missed a 
few classes for it. Once it was 
finished, me and Brandon did 
all of the editing in a week,”

Paterson said. 

After the video was edited, 
students reshot some scenes 
and production of the video 
was wrapped up. 

"I didn't think it would turn 
out as well as it did,” he said 
about the finished video. 

With the video completed, 
the students are asking the 
community to vote for them to 
take the top spot in the Grade 9 
to 12 category. 

Voting for the competition 
concludes on Dec. 7 and the 
winners will be announced on 
Dec. 11.

No hiding from 
Hyde Park worries 

I n the early 1980s, the Love Canal 
^neighbourhood in Niagara Falls, N.Y., became 
the environmental bogeyman for residents on both 
sides of the Niagara River and millions who relied 


Described as one of the most appalling 
environmental tragedies in American history, the 
location was found to contain 21,000tons of toxic 
chemicals. 

It would take 21 years and $400 million to dean 
up the mess which resulted in the creation of the 
Superfund National Priorities List, a fund dedicated 
to deaning up the most hazardous toxic waster 

The Love Canal is now one of three Superfund 
sites in Niagara County, N.Y. that have been 
de-listed. Three remain and Niagara regional chair 
Gary Burroughs is nearing completion of a letter 
asking the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency 
not to scratch the Hooker-Hyde Park chemical 
waste site from the list The site, located near the 
Robert Moses Hydrodectric Power Station in 
Niagara Falls, N.Y„ contains 80,000 tons of waste, 
induding dioxins and volatile organic compounds. 

While the EPA argues the chemicals are 
contained, Burroughs feels there’s still a danger 
of toxins reaching the Niagara Riven He’swomed 
if the site is taken off the list it won't be treated as 

The EPA says no decision has been made and if 
the site is de-listed, inspections are done every five 
years to ensure needed maintenance gets done. If 
there’s problems, the agency makes sure they’re 
fixed Abig problem can see the site put back on 
the Superfund list 

Ontario Environment Minister lim Bradley feels 
inspections aren’t enough, espedally when Hyde 
Park chemicals are still being found in a creek that 
leaches into the Niagara River and Lake Ontario. 
Bradley wrote the EPA urging it to backoff until 
there’s no longer any contamination going into the 
river from the Hyde Park site. 

Hopefully politicians on both sides of the border 
will continue their lobbying efforts to ensure the 
Hyde Park trouble spot remains on the Superfund 
National Priorities List until there’s not a single 
drop of contaminants making its way into the water 
supplies of millions on both sides of Lake Ontario. 

Given the dramatic increase in severe weather 
caused by global warming, the risk of extreme

Free Trade twenty five years later 


F riends, allies, and trading 
partners, Canada and the 
U.S. enjoy a longstanding and 
mutually beneficial relationship. 

Our two countries have been 
at peace since the conclusion 
of the War of 1812, enjoy the 
longest undefended border 
in the world, cooperate on 
cross border law enforcement, 
and even share continental 
air defence through the 
North American Air Defense 
Command. 

The good relations enjoyed 
between our two countries can 
be attributed to several things: 
shared civilization, language, 
and common-law tradition; 

and society; and a long history 
of trade. 

Perhaps the most significant 
milestone in that history of 
trade is the negotiation of the 
Canada-United States Free Trade 
Agreement, twenty five years 
ago. 

Free trade as a model for 



economic relations with The 
proposed Free Trade Agreement 
(FTA) was so contentious that 
Brian Mulroney decided to 
call an election in 1988 to put 
the matter to the voters. The 
Progressive Conservatives 
supported free trade, while the 
Liberals and NDP opposed it. 
Even today the NDP opposes 
steps to increase free trade 
with the U.S., and continues to 
support protectionist policies. 
The PC’s were re-elected in 1988, 
and the Free Trade Agreement 
was signed into law. 

Since the FTA, and the 1994 
North American Free Trade 
Agreement, which included 
Mexico, two-way trade in goods 
and services with the U.S. has 


more than tripled, our annual 
GDP has risen by $1.1 Trillion, 
and nearly 4.6 million jobs have 
been created in Canada. Our 
current government, and our 
predecessors, can rightly take 
pride in this record of growth. We 
also plan to continue supporting 
and proposing job and growth 
creating measures, such as trade 
agreements with other Pacific 
Rim countries. 

Our government continues to 
participate in international trade 
organizations for the benefit of 
Canadians, but also knowing that 
free trade provides opportunity 
and economic development 
around the world. As Chair of 
the Standing Committee on 
Foreign Affairs and International 
Development in the House of 
Commons, I am continually 
reminded that free trade and 
free markets are among the most 
effective drivers of economic 
growth in developing countries. 

Globalization and 
international free trade does 
involve some adjustments, as 


countries with comparative 

those fields, but I have every 
confidence that Canadians can 
adapt and remain competitive 
on file world market. 

I believe that free trade 
is beneficial for Canadians 
generally, and for Niagara West- 
Glanbrook specifically. With 
exporters like nurseries, parts 
manufacturers, tender fruit 
farms and orchards, and world 
famous wineries throughout 
the Niagara region, we stand to 
benefit from elimination of trade 
barriers and the opening of new 
markets. Residents of Niagara 
know first hand the value of 
continued economic relations 
with the United States, since 
many of us travel to New York 
state for business or leisure, and 
since many Americans likewise 
travel here. 

Summing up, the last twenty 
five years of free trade with the 
United States have been a great 
success for Canada, and I look 
forward to the next.

TEACHERS’ DEAL OK’D 

The province has given the OK to a 
tentative contract agreement reached 
Nov. 19 between secondary school 
teachers and the District School Board 
of Niagara. 

That agreement, along with other 
agreements at three Ontario boards, 
were referred to Education Minister 
Laurel Broten to determine if they 
met the parameters of the Putting 
Students First Act. 

In a release Thursday, the 
education minister said the 
tentative agreements fell within the 
“substantively identical test" under 
the Act. 

Those agreements still require 
approval from their respective 
memberships with the Ontario 
Secondary School Teachers 
Federation before the province can 
officially approve them.

■ SUMMERFEST: Pelham looking into committee terms of reference 

Staff not needed, councillor says

PELHAM — A terms of reference for 
the Summerfest committee will get a 
second glance before it is ratified by a 
council vote. 

Members of the policy and pri¬ 
orities committee meeting reviewed 
staff recommendations for next year’s 
Summerfest committee two weeks 
ago. The recommendations including 
adding a town staff member acting as 
a chair of the committee and five staff 
representatives — one from the rec¬ 
reation, culture and wellness depart¬ 
ments and one from finance, public 
works and facilities. 

Ward 2 Coun. Gary Accursi was con¬ 
cerned about having representatives 
from town staff on the committee and 
how it would be perceived by the vol¬ 
unteers who organize the event. 

“We want to be careful that volun¬ 
teers don't feel like the town is taking 
over community events.” 

He said a committee consisting of six 
town staff members was not necessary. 
Instead, the Ward 2 councillor said one 
councillor was enough to act as a liai¬ 


son between the volunteer committee 
and staff. 

Ward 1 Coun. Larry Clark agreed with 
Accursi that the committee didn’t need 
more than one council representative. 

“We’ve had two very successful events. 
If you change the chemistry, you’re going 
to get a very different effect,” he said. 

Mayor David Augustyn said he saw 
both sides of the argument and the terms 
of reference should be directed to town 
staff for "problem solving.” 

“Does the terms of reference meet the 
vision of the event? Should a councillor 
be involved?," he asked. “I’m not sure,” 
he said. 

“We’re moving further apart rather than 
together. This is an extremely valuable 
discussion and I think we need to take the 
time it deserves,” Ward 1 Coun. Richard 
Rybiaksaid. 

He added that staff feel there is a need 
to have town personnel on the committee 
that needs to be addressed and volun¬ 
teers who organize the Summerfest need 
to be consulted. 

A report will be brought before council 
at a later date.

Lot sizes 
reduced in 
proposed 
subdivision

PELHAM - A proposed 122 
single-detached dwellings subdi¬ 
vision along Lookout St. in north¬ 
west Fonthill will be put back on 
the discussion table during the next 
committee-of-the-whole meeting on 

Mayor Dave Augustyn said four 
residents who live behind the sub¬ 
division were concerned about the 
density size of the development. In a 
four to three vote, councillors agreed 
to reduce the number of lot sizes to 
lots 81 to 87 of the project to include 
four lots rather than seven during a 
committee-of-the-whole meeting on 
Nov. 5. 

In response to this decision, Mark 
Basciano, of Costiano Developments, 
who owns the development, asked 
council to allow him to go ahead 
with his development without 
decreasing lot sizes during a council 
meeting two weeks ago. 

The mayor said the develop¬ 
ment has received a draft approval 
“with very low density,” however, 
Basciano, has come forward with a 
new plan with a higher density. 

Ward 3 Coun. Peter Papp said he 
felt the issue needs “further consid¬ 
eration” and asked if council could 
be evaluated at the next council 
meeting. 

Ward 1 Coun. Richard Rybiak said 
there could be some difficulty on the 
part of the developer to sell smaller 
lots but he believes a compromise 
can be made between the developer 
and residents in terms of how many 
homes are built. 

“I believe there is some common 
ground to be met,” he said. " Seven 
is too many and four is two few.” 

Papp agreed with Rybiak that a 
compromise could be made and 
said the best way to address the resi¬ 
dents’ concerns is to speak with the 
developer. 

“I don’t want this to become a 
back-and-fourth situation,” Papp 
said about the development. 

Council directed town staff 
to speak with Basciano about the 
development and return a report to 
councillors on Dec. 3.

as happy to have industrial wind tur¬ 
bines in the Chatham-Kent area 

“I didn’t come across anybody that 
didn’t have an opinion,” he said. “In 
my own municipality, people are all 
over the map ... and people in West 
Lincoln that don’t want industrial tur¬ 
bines are very passionate." 

The NRWC wants to install 77 wind 
turbines in West Lincoln, Wainfleet 
and Haldimand County. The project is 
still in the public meeting phase. 

Transmission lines would also be 
linked to the provincial grid through 
Lincoln and Grimsby, 

These provincial wind initiatives 
— including Niagara's 230 megawatt 
project — are governed by the prov¬ 
ince's Green Energy Act, meaning 
affected municipalities don’t have a 
say in approving the turbines. 

It’s a situation Joyner and some local 
politicians complain has stripped them 

of their right to make a local decision. 

Joyner said the more information 
everyone has about this kind of power 
generation, the better. 

“By all means, (the trip) was worth¬ 
while,” he said. “We’ve always main¬ 
tained we need to educate ourselves 
about the whole industrial wind tur¬ 
bine situation and the Green Energy 

The trip also included a turbine tour 
and a luncheon with industrial-wind- 
power advocate and Chatham-Kent 
Mayor Randy Hope. 

“We threw a million questions at 
him,” Joyner said. “And we asked him 
hard questions ... we weren’t letting 
him off the hook." 

Randi Rahamim, a spokeswoman 
for the Niagara Region Wind Corp., 
deemed the trip a success. 

“It was a wonderful opportunity for 
us to help educate and give people real 
information about what they might 
experience," she said. 

The turbines, which Rahamim said 
would be up to 124 metres in height, 
could be in place and operational by 
mid-2014.

LAXATIVES ANB CONSTIPATION 


Very rarely does a day go by where there isn’t a 




patient stopping by the pharmacy. Most patients want to know what they should take 
that is available without a prescription. 

Constipation is a symptom that occurs when waste moves too slowly through the body, 
resulting in stool that is dry and hard. This often makes it difficult and painful to pass. 
Some medications such as antidepressants, water pills, and certain pain killers (such 
as Oxycontin and Codeine) may cause constipation. 

The frequency of bowel movements varies from person to person, from as little as 
twice a week to a couple of times a day, and is affected by diet, medications, and 
exercise. 

If you are having trouble going to the washroom, the first thing a pharmacist will 
usually recommend is increasing the amount of fibre in the diet by eating whole grains, 
fruits and vegetables. In addition, drinking at least 8 glasses of water will minimize 
constipation. 

If these suggestions do not work, there are several options available to you. 

For short-term treatment of constipation, (if you haven’t been to the washroom in 
several days), a saline laxative such as Milk of Magnesia can be tried. Alternatively 
glycerin suppositories work quite well. If symptoms still do not resolve you could 
consider an enema with the advice of your physician. 

Stimulant laxatives such as Dulcolax and Senokot can also be used to maintain 
regularity. If you are on long term narcotic therapy you may need to take these types 
of medications as long as you are taking the narcotics. 

For long-term treatment of constipation, bulk-forming agents such as Metamucil or 
Prodiem Plain can be used. These bulk-forming agents increase the stool weight, 
allowing the stool to pass through the body faster and cause more frequent bowel 
movements. These agents typically take about 12-72 hours to take effect and are 
usually safe to use for long periods of time. When taking bulk-forming agents, it is 
recommended to drink lots of fluid. 

For young children there are a few options. For immediate relief a pediatric glycerin 
suppository can be tried. For chronic long term management PEG 3350 is often 
prescribed, or is available over-the-counter as LAX-A-Day. You should consult your 
family doctor however if you want to try an oral medication for a child suffering from 
chronic constipation. 

If you are not having trouble going to the washroom, but you find the stool to be too 
hard and painful to pass, the pharmacist may recommend a stool softener such as 
Colace (docusate sodium) that will soften the stool for increased comfort. 

Before deciding on a therapy, talk to a pharmacist and they can help you decide on a 
treatment that is right for you.
